Senator  Moss  was  elected  to  the 
U.S.  Senate  in  1957  and  re-elected 
in  1964  after  serving  eighteen  years 
as  city  judge  and  county  attorney 
for  Salt  Lake  City. 

STAN  F.  Musiai,  President  John- 
son’s Consultant  on  Physical  Fit- 
ness was  a former  St.  Louis  Card- 
inal star  and  holds  almost  all  Na- 
tional league  records  for  durability 
and  consistency.  Musiai  won  seven 
National  League  batting  champion- 
ships. He  hit  over  .300  his  first  16 
seasons  in  the  major  leagues  and 
had  a career  average  of  .331.  His 
best  year  was  1948,  when  he  hit 
.376  and  had  39  home  runs  and  131 
runs-battled-in.  President  John- 
son appointed  Musiai  to  his  pre- 
sent post  on  February  14,  1964.  He 
succeeded  Bud  Wilkinson,  who  had 
served  since  March,  1961.  Musial’s 
assignment  as  head  of  the  Fitness 
Council  was  not  his  first  associa- 
tion with  government  affairs.  He 
was  one  of  a group  of  celebraties 
who  campaigned  for  John  F.  Ken- 
nedy in  1960. 

THE  PAIR  will  answer  questions 
asked  frequently  by  college  stu- 
dents.

Mr.  Anderson,  who  received  his 
law  degree  at  George  Washington 
University,  has  been  prominent  in 
the  Church  ?nd  has  fostered  educa- 
tion all  his  life,  including  generous 
contributions  to  BYU.  He  has  been 
prominent  in  the  Republican  Party. 

DR.  BRADY,  a BYU  graduate, 
was  named  director  of  science  and 
education  for  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Agriculture  in  1963,  supervised 
many  government  agencies  and 
was  chairman  of  13  other  national 
research  and  marketing  commit- 
tees which  advised  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture. 

Dr.  Harrison  has  been  serving 
BYU  since  his  appointment  in  1931. 
He  obtained  degrees  at  BYU  and 
Chicago  University  and  has  stu- 
died at  California  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology with  a Nobel  Prize  winner. 
Extensive  research  has  character- 
ized his  career,  and  he  is  former 
president  of  the  Utah  Academy  of 
Sciences,  Arts  and  Letters. 

MR.  AND  MRS.  Holbrook  are 
parents  of  eleven  children,  nine 
living,  all  of  whom  attended  BYU. 
The  family,  including  in  laws-now 
totals  130  members.  Of  the  grand- 
children, 34  attended  BYU.  Mrs. 
Holbrook  was  a daughter' of  George 
H.  Brimhall,  former  president  of 
BYU.  Mr.  Holbrook,  now  88,  was 
associated  with  the  mining  industry 
and  has  been  a generous  benefact- 
or of  BYU. 

Mr.  Jedenoff  was  appointed  head 
of  the  Geneva  Works  in  1960,  com- 
ing to  Utah  County  from  Pitts- 
burgh, Calif.,  where  he  also  was 
general  superintendent.

WHi  BYU  Students  Be  A Potential 


BYU  students  will  shortly  be  taking  to 
the  highways  in  large  numbers  as  they  head 
home  for  the  summer. 

Several  students  from  BYU  have  lost 
their  lives  during  the  past  year  because  of 
traffic  accidents. 

Will  this  summer  also  take  its  toll 
from  BYU  students? 

The  answer  to  this  question  will  lie,  in 
a great  degree,  to  the  caution  and  safety 
exhibited  by  students  as  they  return  to 
their  homes,  because  it  will  set  a pattern 
for  the  summer. 

The  tendancy  to  “loosen  up”  and  “re- 
lax” after  a tough  year  of  hitting  the  books 
is  one  which  can  be  fatal  if  it  happens 
while  a person  is  driving.  Complete  con- 
centration is  required  at  all  times  on  the 
highway,  otherwise  tragedy  results. 

More  than  4,000,000  persons  were  kill- 
ed or  injured  on  U.S.  highways  in  1965 — 
48,500  alone,  nearly  three  times  the  popu- 
lation of  BYU,  were  killed.  Between  in- 
juries and  deaths,  the  statistics  rose  eight 
per  cent  over  1964. 


These  figures  should  be  a sobering 
thought  to  all  students.  Why  aren’t  they? 

In  Viet  Nam,  the  loses  are  suffered  in 
the  name  of  a worthy  cause. 

But  on  the  highways,  the  atrocities 
are  committed  for  the  worst  possible 
causes.  Causes  such  as  . . . get-there  be- 
fore the  other  driver  . . . I’ll  take  my  share 
of  the  road  . . . hurry  up  . . . 

In  1965,  young  drivers,  those  under 
25,  were  the  principle  causes  of  the  fatal 
accidents  in  the  U.S. 

That  would  put  the  majority  of  BYU 
students  right  smack  in  the  middle  of  the 
“potential”  category. 

A “potential”  what?  A “potential” 
mass  of  pulp  in  a mashed  box  of  twisted 
steel  and  shattered  glass?  Or  a “potential” 
bundle  of  twisted  nerves  looking  at  the 
lifeless  body  of  a small  child  that  seconds 
before  jumped  in  front  of  a car’s  head- 
lights? 

The  pattern  will  be  set  for  the  summer 
on  the  first  trip  home.  And  all  BYU  stu- 
dents will  have  to  decide  if  they  are  going 
to  be  a “potential”  or  not.

Un- 
fortunately these  ideas  carry 
great  emotional  weight,  especial- 
ly here  in  Utah  among  the  Mor- 
mons. It  would  be  nice  if  we  could 
examine  these  ideas  systematic- 
ally without  brimming  over  one 
way  or  another. 


lies  in  the  desire  to  do.  Assuming 
I have  the  ability  to  do  some- 
thing, I must  then  have  the  de- 
sire to  do  it.  Homicide  is  well 
within  my  ability  but  far  from 
my  desire,  and  all  the  laws  in 
the  nation  forbidding  homicide 
do  not  rob  me  of  my  freedom.  In 
order  to  have  freedom  or  to  be 
denied  freedom,  I must  first  have 
the  ability  and  the  desire  to  do 
it,  otherwise  it  is  senseless  to 
talk  about  curtailment  of  free- 
dom or  my  rights. 


Freedom  is  in  a general  sense 
the  capability  to  do  something. 
In  order  to  be  free,  however,  we 
must  first  have  the  ability  to  do 
something.  A law  forbidding 
people  to  swim  across  the 
Atlantic  Ocean  would  not  curtail 
anyone’s  freedom.  In  this  sense 
there  may  be  a multitude  of  laws 
regulating  me  that  I can  not 
break  because  it  is  not  within 
my  power. 


A basic  law  well  understood  by 
wise  men  of  all  ages  is  that 
society  will  determine  the  laws 
according  to  the  desires  of  the 
individuals  in  that  society.  Even 
dictators  can  not  take  away  that 
which  the  people  long  for.  A 
society  with  few  desires  will  fost- 
er a government  which  consumes 
and  devours  the  rest,  while  a 
society  with  many  desires  will  use 
a government  as  an  expression  of 
them. 


eight-year-old  children  working 
in  mines  never  saw  the  light  of 
day.  Huge  masses  of  people  were 
ruthlessly  exploited  under  incredi- 
ble circumstances  to  enrich  a 
privileged  few.  Were  the  laws 
which  finally  corrected  this  in- 
equity an  abridgment  of  freedom 
or  an  expression  of  the  desires  of 
a righteous  society?  The  bosses 
in  charge  of  the  mines  and  sweat- 
shops had  the  power  to  correct 
a bad  situation  before  any  legis- 
lation was  passed,  and  one  is  led 
to  the  natural  and  upleasant  con- 
clusion that  they  didn’t  because 
they  were  greedy.

Two  hundred  years  ago  in  this 
country  a man  could  produce 
what  he  and  his  family  needed 
by  the  strength  of  his  arm,  and 
land  was  as  free  as  he  was 
strong.

Dr.  Paul  V.  Hyer,  coordinator  of 
the  Asian  Studies  program  and  as- 
sociate professor  of  History,  has 
received  a grant  from  the  Joint 
Committee  on  Contemporary  China 
of  the  Social  Science  Research 
Council  for  full-time  study  for  one 
year.

Volleyballers  Take  Third;j  Golf  Squad 
State  Dept.  Taps  Coach  Seeks  Title

Brigham  Young's  valleyball  team  finished  third  in  the 
NCAA  Volleyball  Tournament  held  last  week  in  Grand 
Rapids,  Mich. 

THE  COUGARS  defeated  Ball  State,  George  Williams 
University,  Ohio  State,  and  University  of  Southern  California 
in  the  tourney,  but  were  defeated  twice  by  powerful  UCLA. 

Final  standings  for  the  first  five  teams  were  Santa 
Monica,  UCLA,  BYU,  USC,  and  Ohio  State. 


ALTHOUGH  HE  HAD  hoped  to  win  the  meet.  Coach 
John  Lowell  was  nevertheless  pleased  with  his  team’s  per- 
formance. “The  quality  of  ball  increases  every  year,”  he  not- 
ed, “and  a third  place  win  in  such  a strong  field  is  excellent. 
I thought  the  boys  played  very  well.” 

That  others  agree  is  evidenced  by  coverage  given  the 
Cougars  in  the  latest  issue  of  Sports  Illustrated,  and  by  the 
invitation  w’hich  was  extended  by  Tournament  officals  to 
the  Cougars  to  present  a special  exhibition  of  their  unique 
training  techniques  for  coaches  and  players  from  all  over 
the  United  States. 

The  500-odd  persons  in  attendance  were  “very  impressed 
with  the  demonstration,”  according  to  Coach  Lowell. 

Lowell  has  received  special  honors  for  his  efforts  to 
upgrade  American  volleyball.  He  was  chosen  at  the  tourna- 
ment to  represent  the  United  States  this  summer  at  a train- 
ing camp  in  Poland  where  he  will  study  European  training 
methods. 


The  US  State  Department  will  pay  his  expenses  during 
the  two  months  of  his  stay  there,  after  which  he  will  travel 
to  Prague,  Czechoslovakia,  where  he  will  serve  as  assistant 
coach  to  the  U.S.  National  team  in  the  World  Championship 
Meet.
